Cheap  and  convenient  side  trips  to 
Mammoth  Cave,  Lincoln  Farm,  the 
heart  of  the  Bluegrass  Region,  the 
home  of  Jefferson  Davis,  the  home  of 
Henry  Clay,  the  highest  railroad 
bridge  in  the  world,  the  town  of 
Bardstown,  where  VanDyck,  Murillo, 
VanBree  and  paintings  of  other  Eu¬ 
ropean  masters  were  spirited  away 
by  Louis  Philipp  in  anticipation  of 
the  French  Revolution  before  he  be¬ 
came  King  of  France. 

Mammoth  Cave,  the  world’s  seventh 
wonder,  is  one  of  the  attractive  side 
points  of  interest  from  Louisville. 
One  could  spend  many  months  in  ex¬ 
ploring.  its  150  miles  of  passages,  dis¬ 
covering  new  stalactites  and  stalag¬ 
mites,  standing  on  the  brink  of 
fathomless  chasms  and  looking  up 
hundreds  of  feet  above  where  an  il¬ 
lusion  makes  it  appear  that  the  stars 
in  the  Heaven  are  shining.  Yet  in  a 
single  day  one  can  easily  go  to  Mam¬ 
moth  Cave,  traverse  one  or  two  of  its 
more  notable  routes,  and  return  in 
the  late  afternoon  at  an  expense  of 
only  $5  or  $C>. 

The  former  home  of  Louis  Philippe  is 
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two  miles  from  Louisville  on  a  subur¬ 
ban  line.  A  few  miles  distant  is  the 
old  homestead  of  Zachary  Taylor, 
which  witnessed  the  marriage  of  Tay¬ 
lor’s  daughter  to  Jefferson  Davis,  and 
nearby  is  the  monument  which  the 
Federal  Government  erected  to  Pres¬ 
ident  Taylor. 

The  Jefferson  Monument,  in  front  of 
the  Court  House,  cost  $72,000,  and 
stands  upon  the  largest  single  block 
of  granite  ever  quarried. 

One  of  the  three  remaining  master¬ 
pieces  of  Joel  T.  Hart  is  the  statue 
of  Henry  Clay,  standing  in  the 
Louisville  Court  House. 

The  women  of  Kentucky  have  erected 
in  Kentucky  a  Confederate  Monu¬ 
ment,  200  feet  high. 

The  Daniel  Boone  statue  stands  in  the 
scenic  wilds  of  Cherokee  Park. 

A  splendid  bust  of  George  Keats,  the 
poet’s  brother,  is  above  his  grave  in 
Cave  Hill  Cemetery. 

The  bust  of  George  D.  Prentice  occu¬ 
pies  a  conspicuous  public  place. 

The  Louisville  and  Portland  Canal  is 
regarded  as  the  finest  piece  of  engi¬ 
neering  work  of  its  kind  in  America.
